Letter No, 212A., dated the 28th February 1901, submitting the Survey ud Settle- 

ment Reports for the year ending 30th September 1900. 

The Annual Survey and Settlement Reports, which were due to Govern- 
ment on the 15th of January, were received from the Board on the 7th March. 

_ This delay was caused by the illness of the Superintendent of Surveys. The 
Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the remarks which the Board have made 
regarding the good work done by the tours and inspections of the officers in 
charge. He is glad to learn that the Survey and Settlement Departments 
have worked in harmony during the Pye year, and that the rules framed 
as to the relations between the Survey Department and the kanungos of the 
Settlement Department have effectually removed the friction of last year. 

2. His Honour notices that the survey programme was not carried out 
in its entirety, but the explgnations given for this are not very clear, The 
upland area of North Monghyr turned out to be considerably less than 
was originally estimated. The programme was still further aftocted, more 
as regards ‘hanapuri than cadastral survey, by the order for the curtail- 
ment of operations in Darbhanga, The Urissa and Chittagong Settlements 
have been brought to a successful end, but in Chittagong the recovery of 
survey costs has still to be completed. The programme of the year’s work in 
the Noakhali Government Estates has been completed with the exception of 
one estate, Chakla Bamni. In Backergunge no fresh work was taken up in 
view of the pending settlement of the whole district. In Saran the programme 
was, despite various difficulties, successfully carried out. The Lieutenant- 
Governor regrets that wrongly-framed budget estimates should have caused 
the curtailment of the programme in Darbhanga. In the case of the settlement 
of b othoted estates in the Sonthal Parganas, the programme was a heavy one, 
and though excellent progress was made, it was found impossible to complete 
it. The inference is that the programme must have been excessive. 
The expenditure incurred on survey been high as compared with previous 

, one of the chief causes being the curtailment of the programme in 
the Darbhanga district, a result which was foreseen when the orders for curtail- 
ment were passed. ‘The chief cause, however, is to be found in the payment of 
charges, rightly debitable to the previous year, having been paid in this, 
regarding which the Lieutenant-Governor entirely agrees with the stricture 

sed by the Board, for the system is financially and administratively wrong. 
The Lieutenant-Governor notices with pleasure the good work done by the 
kanungos in the disposal of khanapuri disputes. 

8, He has read with interest the report of the Settlement Officer of 
Bihar with regard to the effect of the Bengal Tenancy Amendment Act in 
facilitating the preparation of a record-of-rights, but be agrees with the 
Board that expedition may be overdone and that in some cases greater care 
was required at the time of attestation, The Board are right in saying that 
the attestation should not be judged merely by the number of objections 
under section 103A which are 2 eld, but that it should be rather judged 
by the number of objections filed after attestation, and by this stan it 
appears that the attestation work has, on the whole, been carefully done. 

i 4. The Lieutenant-Governor ae the anions that — ov 
operations in Darbha: owing to the 0 ive and urscrupulons action 
certain landlords, wie hich honermiese Settlement Officer has fortunately 
been able to cope. The illustrations given in graph 9 of Mr. Kerr’s report 
show the necessity of unfailing vigilance and scrutiny in the examination of 
all rent claims. He trusts that the case reported of rewriting the yamabandi 
from the village map, after having the areas extracted, will not become common, 
but it is very evident that the acceptance of the rent statements of the landlords 





of this district require the most careful scrutiny. The | ment. 

Bihar has acase in which the Assistant Settlement Officer 

a claim for rent as illegal under section 29, Bengal Tenancy Act. It 
appears that the raiyats had filed a petition ing to the rent claimed, but as 
it was illegal, the officer rejected it. On appeal to porte: $903 Judge, the com- 
promise was accepted, and the Adyocate-General has ed that, in his opinion, 
the decision of the Court was right. This is an important ruling, and » copy 
of the judgment and opinion should be sent for the information ‘Government. 
The Lieutenant-Governor has read with interest the remarks of the Settlement 
Officers on the transfers of occupancy rightsin Saran, Darbhanga, and the 
Sonthal Parganas. In the first two districts, the percentage of transfers is 787 
and 2'44, respectively, over a period of ten years, and in neither does there 
appear at present to $8 any fear that the professional money-lending class is to 



















any serious extent acquiring occupancy rights to the detriment of the actual 
cultivators: In Darbhanga thie landlords, it is stated, do their best to prevent 
the professional money-lender from getting any footing in their vi . The 
statistics given for the Sonthal Parganas, show clearly that, even without any 
village supervising agency, the orders of JEST renee. sales have been very 
fairly obeyed, and there is every reason to think that the action now being taken 
by the Settlement Officer with reference to transfers will confirm the impression 
that the endeavour to evade them is futile. The efforts made by Government to 
rotect the peasantry of the Sonthal Parganas from the devices of the money- 
lenders have been hitherto successful. His Honour notices the comparative 
ease and rapidity with which recoveries have been effected in Bihar, as 
compared with similar work in the wealthy districts of Saitegans and Tippera, 
where the percentage of recovery has been much lower and the cost correspond- 
ingly higher. The reason may, perhaps, be found in the anxiety of the 
poorer raiyat of Bihar to possess that which may safeguard him in the posses- 
sion of his lands. 
5. The Lieutenant-Governor thanks the Board and Mr. Lyon for their 
careful and capable supervision of the settlement operations of the Proyince: 
He acknowledges the great assistance given by the Survey Officers to the Settle- 
ment Department, and the thorough and careful work of Messrs. Kerr and 
McPherson.

Report on the Lunatic Asylums in Bengal for the year 1900. 
Read also— 


The Report for the year 1899 and the Resolution recorded by Government upon it. 

The total number of admissions into the five native asylums in Bengal 
increased from 220 to 234. The inerease occurred in the asylums at Dullunda, 
Dacca, and Patna, and was largest at Dacca, where it occurred chiefly among 
criminal lunatics, The same asylum shows a diminution in the number of 
recoveries considerably above the average, which is attributed to the large 
number of chronic cases of previous years romaiuing there, The number of 
criminal lunatics admitted and re-admitted in the course of the year is the 
largest on record during the last ten years, arnounting to 124. The year 
closed with a total of 482 criminal lunatics in confinement, a number slightly 
in excess of the decennial average. 

2. Out of the total admissions of the year, in 80 cases only were the 
causes of insanity traced ; in 58 of these it was physical, ganja smoking being, 
as usual, the potent factor in a majority of the cases. ‘Uhe Lieutenant-Governor 
regrets to notice that, in spite of repeated orders from Government, no improve- 
ment has yet been attained in the preparation of the Medical History Sheet. 
His Honour will, however, wait to see the effect of the remarks made in 
paragraph 5 of the Resolution recorded on the report for 1899. 

3. The improvement in the health of the inmates noticed during the 
last two years has unfortunately not been maintained during the year under 
review. The number of admissions to hospital rose from 576 to 962, the 
increase occurring in the asylums at Dullunda, Dacca, and Cuttack, and being 
attributed to the unhealthiness of the towns where the asylums are situated. 
The average daily number in hospital fell from 86:21 to 79°01. The percentage 
of death shows a slight increase, viz., from 9°63 to 10-68. 

4, Two escapes occurred in the course of the year—one from the Dullunda 
Asylum and the other from Dacca. The warders in fault were punished in 
both instances. 

5. The receipts of the five asylums amounted to Rs. 9,204, viz., Rs, 9,199 
from paying-patients and Rs. 6,005 from mauufactares, against Rs. 2,530 
and Rs. 5,428 in 1899. The total expenditure increased by Rs. 7.358, which 
is attributed to larger expenditure under the heads of Diet and Public Works. 

6 It has been decided to construct a central lunatic asylum by an 
enlargement of the asylum at Berhampore, and to close the asylums at 
Dullunda, Patna, and Cuttack. The work has been taken up, and will, it is 
hoped, be completed during the current year. —_ 

7. In the European Asylum at Bbowanipore the number of patients 
remaining at the close of the year was 87. Sixteen were admitted in the course 
of the year, being three less than in the proceding twelve inonths. ‘Tho causes 
of insanity were traced in only eight cases. The health of the patients shows a 
slight improvement, the rate of mortality being 10°32 against 10°96 in 1899. 
The ti expenditure rose from Rs. 20,452 to Rs. 30,080, the increase occurring 
chiefly in Public Works charges: Rs. 15,263 were contributed by Government 
and 14,817 received from paying patients. The female ward was, as usual, 
overcrowded. Plans for an enlargement of this ward have been prepared, and 
the work will shortly be taken in hand, 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor remarks with pleasure the general efficiency 
of the work performed by the Superintendents and their staff throughout the 
year.

SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
“TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS | 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF MARCH 1901, 


‘Weare conditions were more settled thon usual almost throughout the month. The 
shallow depressions which drift across the Province from west to east and cause the variable 
winds on which the occurrence of thunderstorms with rainfall depends were of rare 
occurrence. In consequence rainfall was in defect in all parts of Bengal and Assam. The 
deficiency in rainfall which is sufficiently noticeable in the western districts is much more 
marked in Kast Bengal and the south of Assam. In the former less than half an inch on 
an average was received as compared with the normal amdunt of 2°6 inches, and at Silchar, 
where the normal amount is more than 10 inches, there was only °6 inch. This deficiency 
was general over Assam, Sibsagar receiving about 12 per cent. and Dhubri 80 por cent. of the 
normal, 

There was only one occasion of generally unsettled weather, and that about the end of 
the first week. As in January and February, while a shallow depression was over the 
Provinoe, a rapid rise of pressure began in the north-east and checked the eastward 
movement of the depression usual in the early months of the year. On the only occasion 
when this ocourred in March, pressure was slightly low on the 6th; the rapid rise of pressure 
in Assam and North Bengal was reported on the 7th, and at the same time a few local 
showers in the north-eastern ‘districts. On the 8th, when all trace of the depression had 

ceased, general rain fell over almost the whole Province, and was heaviest in the western 
districts. The local disturbances which were so general between the 7th and 8th probably 
resultad from the change of winds caused by the“advancing wave of rising pressure from the 
north-east, the irregularly oyclonio winds of the 6th being replaced by easterly winds on 
the 7th, with a return to light irregular winds on the 8th. 

With the exception of the general rainfall between the 7th and 8th, the month was 
almost entirely rainless. During the latter balf of the month a few showers occurred in the 
eastern districts and in Chota Nagpur, but they were in all cases light and scattered. 

Dwing February, important temperature changes parsed slowly across Northern India, 
At the beginning of that month temperature was Figt in Bengal and low in the west of 
India. The area of low temperature was slowly transterred eastward, and in the latter part 
wasover Bengal, At the beginning of March, therefore, temperature was low; an 
changes continued slow probably owing to the high pressure in the north.west and the greater 
tendency for northerly winds to blow at a time when they are usually light and irr " 
fhe early part of the month was marked by comparatively low temperature. ean 
temperature was below the normal, except in the east, till nearly the end of the third week, 
affer which southerly winds became stronger, temperature rose, and ordinary hot weather 
conditions prevailed till the end of month. 

At the beginning of the month pressure was rising slowly, and the distribution was more 
of the cold season type than is usual at that time of the year. The difference from the 
normal varied from excess of ‘05 inch in the Central districts to defect of ‘05 inch in the 
south-west af the Bay. The gonoral wind circulation was still northerly, though directions 
wore moro variable in the west of the Province, and in consequence temperature was very 
low in the Western aud Central districts. Towards the east, the variation from the normal 
was smaller, and in part of Assam there was excess. A brisk to rapid riso on the 2nd caused 
the pressure distribution to become more of the cold season type, with a large excess over 
Bengal, and though a fall set in-immediately afterwards, that arrangement continued with 

at weeny winds till the 5th, when the distribution was normal over both the Province 
and the Bay. 

On the 6th the continued fall of pressure caused a shallow depression to appear over the 
north of the Province, with an irregular system of light cyclonic winds, but on the following 
day pressure was rising rapilly in the north-east, the area of lowest prossure was over the 
avestern districts, and winds weré everywhero easterly or south-easterly. Owing probably to 
these rapid changes of the pressure gradient and the wind system, local dueccuacions “began 
in North Bengals and from there extended to other parts Bengal, so that rainfall was reported 
from nearly all stations on the 8th. On the following day pressure had recovered, the cold 
season type of distribution was restored, and temperature was again falling, these changes 
passing from west to enst. ‘, 

What appears to have ocourred during these days was ns follows. A slight depression 
formed over Bengal on the 6th, aceompanied or followed by the usual rapid rise of pressure 
in the north-east, which caused the area of lowest pressure to move westwards, but at the 
same time gave it a better defined form. As soon as the rising pressure ceased, the shallow 
doprossion moved eastward and was over the Province. on the 8th, the recovery of pressure 
following gn the 9th fram the west. There were, therefore, two sets of changes in the wind 
cironlation, the first of which on the 7th was the cause of most of the rainfall. ; 

For some days following the 9th a well-marked pressure gradient obtained, the highest 
pressure being in {he west or north-west and the lowest either over Burma or the sayth-east 
of the Bay. This arrangement continued till about the end of the second week, when the

Temperature was low at tho beginning of the mgnth, and, owing to the wind system 
noticed abeve, was more generally below than above the normal throughout the month. 
Defect was at times large in the western districts, and even after the southerly winds set in 
and temperature rose in the east, there was still comparatively cool weather. 

e warintion was chiefly in the day temperatures as shown by the means for the month. 
The differenoo from the normal in maximum temperature ranged from exoess of 5° in Hast 
Bengal and the south of Assam to defect of 8° in Chota Nagpur and South Bihar. Night 
temperature was below the normal on an average for the month ovér the whole Province, and 


defeot was greatest in Kast Bengal. 


Mean excess was 1° in East Bengal and half a degree in Assam Elsewhere there was 
defect ranging from less than half a degree in North Bengal to more than 2° in Chota 


Nagpur. 


Rainfall was touch lighter than usual in all parts, except Bihar, which received very 
nearly the usual amount. There was only one occasion of general disturbance, about the end 
of the first week, when light showers fell in the eastern districts, and rainfall in moderate 
amount ocourred in the west. The scattered showers whioh fell in Chota Nagpur and part of 
Bengal Proper towards the end of the month were in all cases light and uniny nt. 

Bouth. West Bengal received only 10 per cent., North and East Bengal about 20 por 
cent., Chota Nagpur about 89 per cent., Orissa 40 and Bihar about 80 per cent. of the normal
